GAME  NOTES 


Penticton  Vees 
at 

Wenatchee  Wild 


Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (24-9-2-1,  2nd  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  Penticton  Vees  (22-8-2-2,  3rd  Place,  Interior 
Div.)  in  the  fourth  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Tonight  is  the  eighth  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  franchises.  The  Wild  are  4-3-0  all-time  against 
Penticton,  and  3-1-0  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  Wenatchee  has  won  all  three  games  this  season,  including  last  night's  6-3 
victory.  In  October,  the  Wild  had  a  4-2  win  at  home  followed  by  a  3-2  double  overtime  win  on  the  road  four  days  later. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Jasper  Weatherby  (26g,  24a)  leads  the  Wenatchee  offense,  followed  by  Lucas  Sowder  (14g,  26a) 
and  defenseman  Cooper  Zech  (7g,  32a)  who  leads  all  BCHL  defenseman  in  scoring.  Goalie  Austin  Park  has  a  record  of 
14-6,  a  2.61  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .893.  Penticton's  Owen  Sillinger  leads  all  Vees  scorers  with 
36  points  and  defenseman  Nicky  Leivermann  has  27  while  Taylor  Ward  has  25.).  Goalie  Adam  Scheel  is  14-8  with  a  2.04 
GAA  and  a  .934  save  percentage.  Wild  defenseman  Slava  Demin  and  Vees  defenseman  Johnny  Tychonick  were  both 
identified  by  NHL  Central  Scouting  as  potential  2nd  or  3rd  draft  picks  in  2018.  For  the  Vees,  defenseman  Nicky  Leivermann 
was  drafted  by  the  Colorado  Avalanche  in  the  7th  round  in  2017  and  defenseman  Ryan  O'Connell  was  drafted  by  the 
Toronto  Maple  Leafs,  also  in  the  7th  round.

The  Wild  have  now  won  three  in  a  row 
and  are  7-1-1  in  their  last  nine.  Penticton  is  winless  in  their  last  four,  coming  off  a  twelve  game  win  streak.
